
Agreement nears for public works building cost

Fbr years, the City of Romulus and the Metro Detroit 
Airport Authority have been in contention as to who 
should pay the $1.2 million in overrun costs for the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) building. 

However the battle could be coming to a close at the 
beginning of next year, according to Mayor Allen 
Lambert 

“I’m pretty confident we’ll get this done early next 
year," he said. “We’re in negotiations with them (Airport 
i Authority) right now and I think they want it done as 
: quick as we do. I really believe they want to get this 
done." 

The situation began in 1998 when the Airport 
Authority was buying up land in order to construct the 
fourth runway, now in operatioa One of those properties 


was the city DPW building 

On Sept 8,1998 the Romulus City Council unanimous¬ 
ly adopted a “Memorandum of Understanding with 
Wayne County for the construction and relocation of the 
Department of Public Works building,” according to reso¬ 
lution 98-345. 

William Oakley, the mayor at the time, and Edward 
McNamara, Wayne County chief executive officer both 
signed the memorandum on Oct 8,1998. 

On Feb. 4, 1999 the Wayne County Commission 
resolved “that approval be, and is hereby, granted autho¬ 
rizing a Memorandum of Understanding between the 
County of Wayne and the City of Romulus and further 
granting authorization to accept the sum of $300,000 from 
the City of Romulus for the purpose of constructing a 
new DPW for the City of Romulus at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County Airport,” according to reso¬ 
lution No. 99-30. 


In addition to the $300,000 from Romulus, the infa¬ 
mous memorandum called for not more than $3,650,000 
from the county for the construction of the project on 
county property. It also said the county entered into a 
contract to construct with Campbell Manix for an amount 
“not to exceed $3,950,000.” 

In 1999 when the county broke ground for the con¬ 
struction of the new DPW building on Northline Road, 
problems arose when they found the land contaminated 
and unusable for construction, according to Timothy 
Keyes, the economic development director for Romulus. 
He said because the problem was undetected before the 
project was under way there were cost overruns for the 
relocation of the project to a suitable site. There were 
now relocating additional testing, sewer, utility and win¬ 
ter construction costs associated with the project

Former councilman 
Russell Lambert dies

The City of Romulus lost one 
of its biggest supporters and 
loved community members 
when Russell Lambert died last 
week of kidney complications. 
He was only 55 years old. 

Mr. Lambert was born in 
1949 and grew up in Romulus 
and graduated from Romulus 
High School in 1968. In 1969, 
joined the Navy where he 
served his country for four 
years, including time in 
Vietnam. 

After leaving the service, he 
married his high school sweet¬ 
heart Maria DeVita. They 
moved to California where he 
co-owned a successful con¬ 
struction company and built 
homes in the California moun¬ 
tains. During their time in 
California, the couple started a 
family and had three children: 
Eric, Joe and Julian. 

By the mid-80s, the family 
moved back to Romulus where 
Mr. Lambert immediately 
became active in the communi¬ 
ty as a Little League coach and 
volunteer fireman. 

When his brother, Alan, left 
his city council seat to become a 
Romulus Police Officer, Mr. 
Lambert continued the fami¬ 
lies’ long tradition of serving on 
the city and became a city coun¬ 
cilman. There, he became an 
outspoken leader against the 
hazardous deep injection well. 
He was a member of the 
Romulus City Council for two 
terms, from 1989 to 1993 and 
prided himself in being one of 
only three council members 
voting against the injection 
well, according to Alan 
Lambert

After his time on the board, 
he was appointed to the 
Romulus Building Authority 
and has served on that commis¬ 
sion since then. He was also a 
member of the planning com¬ 
mission for the last three years. 

“He was a great guy,” said 
Alan Lambert “He was mentor 
to me; very knowledgeable and 
I used to confide in him even at 
a young age. He’s the reason 
I’m doing what I’m doing today. 
He taught me the right way to 
do things and I looked up to 
him.” 

Brothers Ruben and Robert 
and sister, Sandra, as well as his 
brother, Alan, now the mayor of 
the city, also survive him. 

Alan Lambert wanted to 
thank all the people in 
Romulus for their outpouring of 
support and the overwhelming 
number of people who attend¬ 
ed his brother’s funeral. 

“That shows what kind of 
man he was and what people 
thought of him,” he said.

Mrs. Parsons, 67, died recent¬ 
ly at Saint Joseph Mercy 
Hospital in Ann Arbor 

She lived in Belleville, where 
she raised three children—Carl, 
Brian and Karen. She also had 
two grandchildren—Jack and 
Robert 

Mrs. Parsons began her 


career as a Comprehensive 
Educational Training 
Accountant (CETA) 
Coordinator in Van Buren 
Township in 1974 

She then went on to work in 
the township water department 
before becoming the building 
department secretary, where she 
served as recording secretary 
for the planning commission 
and board of zoning Appeals. 

After working for the town¬ 
ship for more than 23 years, she 
retired in 1997. 

Mrs. Parsons was a member 


of many organizations including: 
the Belleville Moose Lodge, the 
Ladies Auxiliary and the Van 
Buren Eagles. She was also a 
member at the Grace Lutheran 
Church in Redford. 

Her co-workers from Van 
Buren Township said that Mrs. 
Parsons will be remembered for 
all the work she did for the 
AFSCME local 236 union, where 
she served as office steward and 
president 

“She was a strong union 
activist who attended many 
training seminars, leadership 


conferences and conventions to 
get where she was,” said Denise 
Partridge, accounting clerk in 
the township treasurer’s office. 
“Her greatest victory was her 
work with the 1982 IVJERC rul¬ 
ing. Management arbitrarily 
removed positions from the 
union and formed them into 
management positions. Anita 
filed all the proper paperwork 
and the judge ruled in our favor. 
Had it not been for her devotion 
and hard work, this local would 
not exist today.” 

“She was such a wonderfully 


warm person that we even 
devoted the union newsletter to 
her. 

Partridge said that Mrs. 
Parsons brought professionalism 
to the job and was greatly 
admired and respected by 
builders, contractors, residents, 
commission members and elect¬ 
ed officials. 

Brenda Hawley, from the 
township planning and zoning 
department, said that Mrs. \ 
Parsons was her mentor. 

“Words can’t explain how 
wonderful Anita was,” she said.

Mike Sisler of Belleville received an 
early Christinas gift last weekend, and it 
was the only gift he truly wanted this 
year—to marry his fiancee, Natasja 
\enter. 

But the journey washt easy or short It 
started in South Africa. 

hi September 2002. \enter came to the 
U S. to be an au’pair in Canton Tbwnship. 
The family for which she worked were 
i friends of Sisler 

"My friends introduced us within the 
first month she was here, but it took about 
five months of suggesting and coaxing 
from them to take her out on a date." said 
Sisler 

He decided their first date would be 
snowmobilirg, something that Venter has 
never done before. 

‘The whole trip was a wonderful expe¬ 
rience of getting to know each other." said 
Sisler “It was the first time that we really 
connected, and I knew instantly that she 
was the one for me I fell in love." 

But their relationship was soon tested 
when \fenter had to return to her home¬ 
town of Rostenburg. South Africa She 
was only in the U.S on a temporary work 
visa Before Venter left, though, Sisler 
said they had planned for him to visit her 
in South Africa; a visit that he said would 
bring a ring and a marriage proposal 

“Before she even left the U.S I knew I 
wanted to marry her," he said. “She didn't 
know I was going to propose but I knew 
that she was the only one I would ever 
want to be my wife.” 

After they were apart for three 


months, Sisler made the trip to South 
Africa in December 2003. It was his first 
trip to the country; the first time he ever 
needed a passport, and his first time 
meeting Mentor's parents. 

“It was great to be able to meet 
Natasja's parents, but at the same time, it 
was difficult to have personal time togeth¬ 
er" he said. “I wanted to propose, but I 
wanted it to be speciaL" 

Sisler proposed days later in Sabie, 
where Venter said “yes.” 

“She had no idea She was completely 
surprised." he said. 

But the real surprise came later when 
Venter tried to get back to the United 
States. 

After Sisler returned home. Venter 
applied for a K1 fiance Visa It would 
allow her to get back to America to 
become married. The certificate stated 


that she must marry Sisler within a set 
period of time or leave the country. 

Sisler said that he wasn't worried at 
that point because he knew they had a 
future together. They remained in contact 
through daily phone text-messages, 
Sunday phone calls, emails and letters. 

Once the Visa paperwork was filed 
and processed. Venter had an interview 
at the U.S Embassy in South Africa She 
couldn't get a visa because she did not 
have her original birth certificate. The 
problem was it typically takes about 34 
months to get one 

“I was extremely disappointed and 
anxious to see her again,” said Sisler. 
“Natasja has always been a lot calmer 
than me so she didn't want to jump to any 
conclusions. She hoped for the best” 

Thankfully, Venter’s mom saved the 
day. She was able to get the birth certifi¬ 


cate within a week and the visa shortly 
after 

The couple was reunited Nov. 8, after 
being apart for more than 10 months. 

“I couldn't wait to pick her up that 
day,” said Sisler “And if her mom couldn't 
get the birth certificate as quickly as she 
did, we would have waited as long as it 
took” 

On Sunday, Sisler and Venter took 
their vows of marriage at Mill Race 
Village in Northville in front of their 
friends, family and, most importantly. 
Venter’s parents. The wedding was 
scheduled for December so that her par¬ 
ents could attend. 

“Natasja’s parents own their own busi¬ 
ness and in December most businesses in 
South Africa shut down for the month, so 
if we didn’t have the wedding then, they 
wouldn’t have been able to come,” said 
Sisler 

Now that they are married, Sisler said 
that he feels complete relief and good for¬ 
tune to have found his love from another 
country. 

“There is no better woman in the 
world for me It’s like finding a needle in 
a stack of needles,” he said. Tm the luck¬ 
iest man in the world.” 

Venter will have to apply for residency 
and, once it is granted, she will be able to 
travel between both countries with only a 
passport, but Sisler said they plan on 
staying in Belleville 

Sisler said that he is unsure what the 
future holds for the two of them, but he 
did say it will involve prospering as a cou¬ 
ple, nurturing each other, and further 
down the road, having a family of their 
own. 


Local parents depend on 
'Michigan Militaiy Moms’

This will be the first 
Christmas in 34 years that Nan 
Keele, of Van Buren Township, 
will not spend with her daughter, 
Capt Carrie Bolender 

Bolender, like so many others, 
will remain active in her military 
post at Fbrt Hood, TX. 

“It’s hard because I'm here 
and she’s there,” said Keele. 
i “The holidays are very special to 
our family and to not have one of 
them here is hard.” 

Bolender, a company com¬ 
mander in the army, graduated 
from Wayne Memorial High 
School in 1988. She immediately 
enlisted in the army 

“Our family has always been 
involved in the system—her dad 
served in the army and her 
brother is a part of the Van Buren 
Police Department When she 
joined, she felt it was the right 
thing to do,” said Keele 

Now, Bolender is an army 
reservist, which means she 
! serves two weeks active duty 
along with one weekend a 
month, but is always available 
when needed. And because of 
the ongoing war, she is needed. 

In January it will be one year 
that Capt Bolender has been on 
active duty, 24-hours a day, train¬ 
ing the soldiers who will fight the 
battle overseas. Keele said that 
when Bolender was activated, 
she went to babysit her grand¬ 


children for about 6 months. 

“I consider it lucky if she gets 
to leave base (Fbrt Hood) and go 
home for the day," said Keele 
Bolender is also blessed in 
other ways. She has two daugh¬ 
ters, Callie- Joe and Hallie-Joe, a 
husband and family, and she has 
not yet been told that she must 
begin to serve in the Middle East 
But Keele said that it could hap¬ 
pen at any given time 

“We are one of the more fortu¬ 
nate families because my daugh¬ 
ter is still stateside and not 
there,” she said. “However, it 
could happen at any moment 
that Carrie has to go to Iraq, so 
we live with that knowledge and 
fear. We are all very aware of it 
and acknowledge it” 

Keele said that her daughter 
does not receive any information 
from the military as to when, if 
ever, she will have to go to the 
Middle East 

And with that in mind, Keele 
turns for support from the 
Michigan Military Moms. 

“Thank God for the Michigan 
Military Moms,” she said. “When 
you’re a mom and your son or 
daughter is involved in the mili¬ 
tary, you need that support We 
all hold up one another” 

Michigan Military Moms was 
formed in July 2002 by Susan 
Klotz, along with eight other 
women. The support group, 
which meets twice a month, now 
has more than 200 members. 

‘The group brings a sense of 


feeling that you’re with people 
who know what you’re going 
through,” said Klotz. 

Keele joined about 2 years ago 
when her daughter was activated 
for the Persian Gulf War. She 
happened to see the group on TV 
and decided that it was the sup¬ 
port she had been looking for 

“Susan (Klotz) is a phenome¬ 
nal person to have founded this 
oiganizatioa It’s a blessing to all 
the mothers,” said Keele. 
“Thinj^ would be a lot harder for 
me if I didn’t have this group.” 

And as the days go by that 
Keele has not seen her daughter, 
and randomly gets to talk to her, 
she is able to show her that she is 
thinking of her, thanks to the 
Michigan Military Moms holiday 
project The ladies prepared gift 
packages by collecting donations 
of food and other necessities to 
fill more than 156 boxes that will 
be sent to soldiers throughout the 
world. 

“During the holidays the pur¬ 
pose and the function of the 
group doesn’t change, but the 


emotions do,” said Klotz. ‘The 
holidays are acutely more 
painful for us because many of 
our children in the military are 
not allowed to come home for the 
holidays, so it’s more painful to 
have them away when you think 
about how most other families 
are celebrating with their chil¬ 
dren and loved ones. These care 
packages are just a reminder of 
how much we love and miss 
them.” 

Keele said that she will have 
the opportunity to see her daugh¬ 
ter again in January, but of 
course that could change at any 
time, she said. 

“I have to believe what I 
believe and I believe in my coun¬ 
try,” added Keele, who is wearing 
a yellow-ribbon that supports 
troops, along with a t-shirt that 
states: My daughter wears com¬ 
bat boots. “I learned that you can 
have two emotions at one time, 
you can be heartbroken and 
proud. I want her to know that I 
love her, miss her and that I’m 
very proud of her”

‘The county is seeking an 
additional $1.2 million dollars 
from the City of Romulus to pay 
for the overrun costs,” Keyes 
said. “The additional costs 
weren’t caused by the city but by 
the airport trying to hurry the 
project along.” 

The county also agreed to 
deed the 10 acres along the new 
Vining Road extension as “the 
county’s contribution of the land 
to the new DPVV yard site when 
the facility is ready for occupan¬ 
cy,” as stated in the memoran¬ 
dum It is also stated, “the coun¬ 
ty will deed unencumbered fee 
simple title to a total of 10 build- 
able acres of land adjacent to 
the new DPW site.” 

According to Keyes, no deeds 
have been transferred. But 
hopefully by year end things will 
be straightened out 

“We want an understanding 
that the cost overruns are the 
Airport Authority’s responsibili¬ 
ty and we want a signed deed for 
the City of Romulus and DPW” 
Keyes said. 

‘The Wayne County Airport 
Authority is seeking title to the 
old Romulus DPW property and 
Romulus is seeking title to their 
new DPW property,” said 
Michael Conway, director public 
affairs and environment for 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
“Details are being worked out 
now and there is every reason to 
believe that reasonable people 
working together will reach a 
satisfactory resolutioa”

Romulus High School students took the 
top three places in the recent University of 
Detroit Jesuit Science competition.

It’s not uncommon for representatives from the business communi¬ 
ty to say they would like to help curb drunken driving. 

Usually, that help amounts to little more than a quickly-spoken 
phrase in the final nanoseconds of a televised advertisement, though, 
or in a tiny phrase, such as ‘please drink responsibly’ that is all but 
lost in the image of an alcohol-filled bottle or glass, gleaming with con¬ 
densation that looks like it dropped from the heavens. 

That’s why help like Project Safe Ride, sponsored by Central 
Distributors of Beer, the ABC Taxi Co., the City of Plymouth Police 
Department and several bars in the Plymouth and Livonia communi¬ 
ties is such a welcome event 

It’s a good collaboration between several different sectors and it 
will have a definite impact during the holiday season. 

Here’s how it works: ABC maintains a cab stand in downtown 
Plymouth. Those who need it to get safely home will receive a flee cab 
ride - the costs are split by Central Distributors and the bars them¬ 
selves. Since the bars are on the hook for a part of the cost, it will help 
them do their part to ensure that patrons don't overindulge, as well. 

It was a pilot program last year, and it worked so well that it was 
brought back for an encore. Ideally, more and more restaurants and 
bars would take part in it That coupled with the ongoing You Drink, 
You Drive, You Lose campaign under way at most police departments 
throughout the state, will help ensure a safe holiday seasoa 

It’s nice to see companies providing a valuable service, rather than 
merely lip service. 

With their eye on the future 

Sometimes you have to wonder what goes through the minds of 
those who help guide commercial development 

A decision Monday night by the Westland City Council, which mir¬ 
rored an earlier approval from the planning commission, for example, 
might cause residents to scratch their heads and ask: Why? 

The approval concerned a new CVS drug store, which will be locat¬ 
ed on a vacant parcel of land at the corner of Cherry Hill and 
Newburgh roads - a busy intersection already, with an overburdened 
roadway and plenty of traffic. 

There’s a couple of reasons, though, this is actually a good idea 

That’s right, even with the proliferation of these drug stores 
throughout the community, it makes sense. 

First of all, the city can’t stop a developer from building on private 
property. If it meets the zoning, if it meets all the requirements, there’s 
little they can do other than make suggestions and hope for the best 

Secondly, the construction of the drug store there may actually help 
the traffic situation. It’s being planned smartly, with access to the park¬ 
ing lots that will eventually serve other developments nearby, for one 
thing There will be limited curb cuts and directional arrows that will 
keep people from tying up traffic in an attempt to make a virtually 
impossible left-hand turn 

It will also help bring improvements to the road. City planners and 
other officials already recognize that the road is a problem. Cherry 
Hill, where it feeds into the intersection from the west, is only a two- 
lane road bisected by a railroad crossing just west of the Skateland 
facility. It’s backed up at almost any time of day, not just during rush 
hour. The road needs to be widened, the signals improved. 
Unfortunately, those upgrades will be costly, and city officials do not - 
and should not - want to foot the bill. These are things that will only be 
accomplished by working with Wayne County and traffic improvement 
measures are always reactionary, not proactive. All the planning and

politicking in the world will most 
likely not change that. 
That means, of course, that the 
road is unlikely to be improved 
until after the comer is devel¬ 
oped.

As families celebrate the holidays this 
year, fire prevention experts are urging 
residents to exercise caution to help pre¬ 
vent a tragedy developing from tradition. 

Part of the trouble, according to City of 
Northville Fire Chief James Allen, is the 
very nature of the decorations. 

Each community, it seems, has its own 
terrible story of holiday rejoicing gone 
wrong. In Van Buren Township, for 
instance, Deputy Director Fire Chief A1 
Smolen remembers one incident in par¬ 
ticular, in which a Christinas tree caught 
fire and started a serious household fire 
that destroyed the family room and all of 
the Christmas gifts. 

“It’s a tragic situation around the holi¬ 
days when families lose not only their 
tree and presents, but part of their house 
as well,” said Smolen. “They just have 
other things on their mind. Luckily, those 
families did not lose more.” 

Possibly the best-known incident in 
western Wayne County, however is a 1990 
fire in Canton Township in which a father 
and six children died after their 
Christmas tree caught fire. A report on 
the incident, which was investigated by 
the United States Fire Administration, 
attributed the fire to a dry Christmas tree 
that went up in flames after lights 
sparked the initial fire. 

There are several simple steps that 
individuals can take to reduce the likeli¬ 
hood of a problem. For instance, it is 
important to keep natural Christmas trees 
watered to prevent them from drying out 

“A live Christmas tree that has not 
been watered can go up in flames in a 
matter of seconds,” said Smolen. “If you 
have a natural Christmas tree, water it 
daily so that it does not become com¬ 
bustible.” 

Allen also recommended shaking the 
tree, or at least a branch, periodically to 
check its freshness. When the needles 
begin to fall off in large numbers, he said 
that it has dried out and become a fire 
hazard, and should be removed from the 
home as soon as possible. 

Electric decorations, such as holiday 


lights, should be checked for damage. 
Once they are up, Allen recommended 
plugging them into a surge protector and 
avoiding overloaded circuits to prevent 
problems. When no one is around, people 
should unplug or otherwise shut down 
the power to electric decorations, he said. 
Pets should also be watched around all 
decorations, since they can inadvertently 
trigger problems through their curiosity 
by knocking over candles, chewing 
through wires, or otherwise compromis¬ 
ing unmonitored decorations. 

Candles, too, are frequently used as 
part of the holiday decor, but if left unat¬ 
tended, they can cause serious problems. 
Allen recalls an incident in Northville 
when a family returned from a family 
party and were confronted with a home 
that smelled of smoke, walls covered in 
peeling paint, and charred wire that had 
previously been an artificial Christmas 
tree. 

To prevent such problems, he said that 
residents should avoid leaving candles 
unattended, make sure that they are in 
stable holders, and avoid placing them 
near combustible items, such as greenery, 
the Christmas tree, or other decorations. 

Smolen said that many fires this time 
of year are due to heating systems and 
fireplaces that haven’t been used in 
months and catch fire because the system 
has not been cleaned properly. He recom¬ 
mended that people 
avoid problems through 
some basic prevention, 
such as hiring a quali¬ 
fied professional to 
check out the heating 
system, cleaning out the 
chimney every year to 
remove the soot and the 
build up, and to ensure 
that there are working 
smoke detectors and 
carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tors on every level of the 
home 

Allen added that 
when people clean out 
their fireplace, they 
need to remember to set 
the ashes outside in a 
metal container, since 


the ashes will remain hot for a very long 
time and storing them in the home or 
garage is asking for problems, as is storing 
the embers in anything other than the 
appropriate metal container. He also 
stressed that people should not try to 
burn their Christmas tree or wrapping 
paper in a fireplace. 

“It creates a really hot fire really fast,” 
he said. One downdraft is all it would take 
to send the blaze into the room. 


“Families should have a plan and prac¬ 
tice it,” he said. “Get out of the house, 
have a meeting place, call 911 and then 
the fire department will take it from 
there.” 

Smolen added that even if the home- 
owner thought that the fire could be con¬ 
tained with a fire extinguisher, using the 
extinguisher should be done in addition 
to—rather than instead of—calling in the 
fire department

AMENDMENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 

An ordinance to amend the City of Romulus Zoning Ordinance, Appendix A, Article 
XXII as previously amended, to provide for procedures and criteria for an Industrial 
Planned Development Area. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1 Amend Article XXII, Section 22.01 thru 22.10 Planned Development 
Area Regulations to be amended as follows: 

ARTICLE XXII: PLANNED DEVELOPMENT AREA REGULATIONS 

Section 22.01. Statement of Purpose 

The Planned Development Area (PDA) concept is intended to provide a degree of 
flexibility in the regulation of land development and the arrangement of uses. 
Through this option, more creative approaches to development can be utilized which 
take better advantage of the special characteristics of the land than would be possible 
through the strict enforcement of the Ordinance. The specific objectives of this article 
are to: 


2. Only uses permitted in the RC, O-l, OR, C-l, or CBD Districts and determined 
by the City Council to be suitable for the site and compatible with the surround 
ing area shall be permitted in a PDA located in the RC, OR, C-l, C-2 district. 
Any uses listed, as special uses in those districts shall be permitted provided 
they comply with specific special use criteria. 

3. The City Council may also allow the following uses: 

a. Fast food drive-through eating establishments, subject to the following 
regulations: 

(1) The proposed PDA is located in an RC, C-1, or C-2 district. 

(2) A maximum of two (2) fast food restaurants with a drive-through 
facility may be permitted in a PDA that includes a site plan with an 
aggregate gross floor area of 500,000 square feet or greater. One 
additional fast food restaurant with a drive-through facility may be 
permitted for each additional 250,000 square feet of gross floor 
area of the PDA. 

(3) All buildings and other accessory elements including signage shall be designed 
to be consistent with the architecture of the overall development. 

(4) The site shall be located no closer than four hundred fifty (450) feet from the 
intersection of the nearest planned right-of-way line of any two major or sec 
ondary thoroughfares as defined in the City of Romulus Master Plan. 


A. Encourage innovation in land use and variety in design, layout and type of 
structures constructed. 

B. Achieve economy and efficiency in the use of land, natural resources, energy, 
and the provision of public services and utilities. 

C. Permit flexibility in the placement, lot area and building type regulations, and 
combination of uses while assuring the application of sound site planning stan 
dards. 

D. Encourage the provision of useful open space and more extensive landscaping. 

E. Provide opportunities for improvements to public roads or facilities, pathways, 
and natural storm water systems. 

F. Achieve consistent and coordinated site design (lighting, signs, building design, 
etc.), and high quality architectural design and materials. 

G Encourage the use, reuse, and improvement of existing sites. 

H. Encourage the use and improvement of land where site conditions make devel 

opment under conventional zoning difficult and less desirable. 


Section 22.02. 


General Requirements. 


The Planned Development Area regulations that follow shall apply generally to the 
initiation and regulation of all Planned Development Area projects. Where there are 
conflicts between the PDA regulations herein and general zoning, subdivision or other 
regulations or requirements, the regulations of the PDA shall apply, unless the 
Council shall find, in the particular case and upon recommendation of the Planning 
Commission, that provisions herein do not serve public purpose to a degree at least 
equivalent to such general zoning, subdivision or other regulations or requirements. 

A. Ownership and Minimum Site Area. Any person or persons having a benefi 
cial interest or right to obtain a beneficial interest in at least seven (7) acres of 
land in any District may apply for development as a PDA under the procedures 
for, and in compliance with, the standards of this Article. 

B. Public Utilities. The PDA site shall be serviced by public sewer and ft 
water systems. 

C. Recognizable and Substantial Benefits. The PDA application shall demon 
strate the project will result in recognizable and substantial benefits to the resi 
dents or users of the site, visitors to the site, adjacent neighbors, and the city 
overall that would not be available under the existing, underlying zoning classi 
fication. Benefits include but are not limited to: 

1 . preservation of natural resources and natural features 

2. high quality architectural design and building materials 

3. extensive landscaping 

4. green ways to link to adjacent green way corridors 

5. transition areas from adjacent land uses 

6. preservation of historical site features 

7. unified access and circulation 

8. improvements to the public road system to mitigate traffic impacts 

9. extensive recreational amenities 

10. extensive pathway system 

11. coordinated site design elements such as lighting, signs, entranceways, 
and greenbelt design 

12. use or enhancement of natural systems for storm water detention 

13. coordinated development of multiple assembled small parcels 

14. elimination of nonconforming situations 

15. removal or renovation of blighted buildings or sites or clean-up of site 
contamination 

16. consistency with the goals and objectives of the City of Romulus 
Master Plan 

D. Permitted Uses 

1 . Only uses permitted in the RE, R-1A, R-1B, R-2, and RM C-l, CBD, 

and O-l Districts and determined by the City Council to be suitable for the site 
and compatible with the surrounding area shall be permitted in a PDA located 
in the RE, R-l A, R-1B, R-2, RM Districts, Any uses listed as special uses in 
those districts shall be required to comply with special use approval criteria, 
although no additional review process is needed, other than PDA approval

No site shall have direct access onto a major thoroughfare; all access shall be 
from collector streets, or an internal circulation road. 

No site shall be located within 500 feet of any residentially zoned or used prop 
erty. 

Within the front, side, or rear yard adjacent to any street, there shall be a land 
scaped planting area of not less than 25 feet in depth across the entire frontage 
which shall meet the standards of Section 4.32, The landscape planting area 
shall be continuous along any yard adjacent to any street except the first twenty 
feet on both sides of any access driveway pavement. 

Consumption of food on the premises in any location other than the dining area 
or patio as indicated on the approved site plan shall be prohibited. 

Automobile service stations, subject to the following regulations: 

(1) The proposed PDA is located in an RC, C-1, or C-2 district. 

(2) A maximum of two (2) automobile service stations permitted in devel 
opments which include a site plan with an aggregate gross floor area of 
500,000 square feet or greater. 

(3) No automobile service station may have direct access onto a major 
thoroughfare. Access shall be from collector streets, or an internal cir 
culation road. 

(4) No automobile service station shall be located within 500 feet 
of any residentially zoned or used property. 

(5) Within the front, side, or rear yard adjacent to any street, there shall be 
a landscaped planting area of not less than 25 feet in which shall meet 
the standards of Section 4.32. The landscape planting area shall be 
continuous along any yard adjacent to any street except the first twenty 
feet on both sides of any access driveway pavement. 

(6) All automobile service stations, including canopy structures, shall 
be designed as an integral element of the proposed PDA and to be 
consistent in character and style with the primary buildings on the site. 

(7) Lighting will be directed and designed to prevent direct glare onto 
adjacent thoroughfares. 

(8) Any proposed automobile service station shall be setback a minimum 
of 85 feet from any right-of-way. Any canopies shall be setback a min 
imum of 40 feet from any right-of-way. 

(9) The sale, storage, or rental of new or used cars, trucks, trailers, and any 
other vehicles on the premises is prohibited. 

(10) Automobile filling and service stations, particularly those which offer 
additional services, shall be designed in a manner which promotes 
pedestrian and vehicular safety. 

Outdoor display of goods for sale at retail or discount retail, subject to 
the following regulations: 

(1) The proposed PDA is located in an RC, C-l, or C-2 district. 

(2) Permanent outdoor displays may be permitted for uses with a mini 
mum of 100,000 square feet located in developments which include a 
site plan for a multi-tenant shopping center and out parcels with an 
aggregate gross floor area of 500,000 square feet or greater. 

(3) Temporary outdoor displays may be permitted for up to 30 days fol 
lowing administrative review by the Director of the Building 
Department or appointed designee. 

(4) No goods shall be displayed in a manner that conflicts with pedestrian 
or vehicular circulation. A minimum five (5) foot clear path shall be 
maintained at all times around the perimeter of buildings for safe 
pedestrian circulation and compliance with barrier free standards. 

(5) Outdoor storage of vehicles, equipment, or materials not directly 
available for sale or lease to the general public is strictly prohibited. 

Arcades with amusement machines, subject to the following regula 
tions: 

The proposed PDA is located in an RC, C-l, or C-2 district. 

Arcades with amusement machines shall be within a cinema or theater 
lobby, restaurant or as an integral accessory use of a larger indoor 
recreational center. 
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(3) The location, design, and operation of arcades with amusement 

machines shall not adversely aflfect the continued use, enjoyment, and 
development of adjacent properties. In considering this requirement, 
particular attention shall be focused on the adverse impact resulting 
from loitering on the premises. 


4. In the 0-1, M-l, M-2, MT-1 or MT-2 Districts, uses permitted in the 0-1, M-l, 
M-2, MT-1 and MT-2 Districts shall be permitted provided they are determined by the 
City Council to be suitable for the site and compatible with the surrounding area. Any 
uses listed as special land uses in the 0-1, M-l, M-2, MT-1 or MT-2 Districts shall be 
permitted provided they comply with special use criteria. Further, the following uses 
of foreign and domestic merchandise, described by the Foreign Trade Zone Act of 
1934, as amended (19 USC § 81 et seq.), in a Foreign Trade Zone shall also be per¬ 
mitted where that use is consistent with the types of uses allowed in the underlying 
zoning district, provided they are determined by the City Council to be suitable for 
the site, and compatible with the surrounding area and comply with all applicable 
ordinance requirements. 

a. Foreign and domestic merchandise lawfully brought into the Foreign 

Trade Zone may be stored, sold, exhibited, broken up, packaged, 
repackaged, assembled, distributed, sorted, graded, cleaned, mixed 
with foreign or domestic merchandise, or otherwise manipulated, or be 


recreational purposes and shall not include stormwater detention or retention- 
wetlands and land under water. In RE, R-1A, R-1B, RM Districts, twenty-five 
(25%) percent of land dedicated for recreational purposes must be for active recre¬ 
ational uses (i.e., swimming pools, tennis courts, community buildings, play equip¬ 
ment), with the remainder developed in park-like, passive recreational uses. 

For any nonresidential PDA or nonresidential portion of a mixed use PDA, at least 
fifteen percent (15%) of the gross acreage of the PDA or nonresidential portion of the 
PDA must be devoted to common open space. Common open space shall be exclusive 
of required yards, roads, utility easements, landscape requirements of Section 4.32 
and detention/retention facilities. 

Section 22.03. Development Standards. 

A. That portion of a PDA district which abuts a single-family district shall be 
developed with an acceptable transition or fifty (50) foot wide buffer zone con¬ 
sisting of acceptable landscaping or compatible land use. 

B. The PDA must have direct access to and abut a major or secondary thorough 
fare, as defined by the Master Plan. 

C. The minimum lot area, height, and placement requirements in all single-family 
PDAs shall meet the area, height and placement requirements for the R-l A 
District, unless otherwise modified by the Planning Commission and illustrated 
on the approved development plan. 


manufactured unless otherwise provided, and be exported, destroyed 
or sent into a customs territory of the United States therefrom. 

b. Uses permitted in the M-l, M-2, MT-1 and MT-2 and those Foreign 
Trade Zone uses listed above and uses permitted as special uses in the 
M-l, M- and MT-1, subject to the following regulations: 

(1) Uses shall be located within the development to minimize the potential 
for truck and passenger vehicle conflicts. 

(2) Warehousing, distribution, and other truck intensive operations 
shall have direct access onto a Class A road. 

(3) Uses shall be designed to be compatible with the architecture of other 

uses within the development. 


D. All multiple-family and attached residential development shall meet the area, 
height and placement requirements of the RM District, unless otherwise modi¬ 
fied by the approved development plan. 

E. All other uses permitted within the applicable districts shall be subject to the 
requirements of the respective districts, unless otherwise modified by the 
approved development plan. 

F. Yards, fences, walls or vegetative screening shall be provided where needed to 
protect residents from undesirable views, lighting, noise or other off-site influ¬ 
ences, or to protect residential occupants of neighboring areas from similar 
adverse influences within the PDA. In particular, extensive off-street parking 
areas, service areas for loading and unloading vehicles other than passengers, 
and areas for storage and collection of refuse and garbage shall be screened. 


(4) Overhead doors and truck docks shall be designed as follows: 

(a) Loading areas and truck docks shall be prohibited in any front 
yard or on any building side abutting a residential district or 
use. 

(b) Loading operations shall not interfere with traffic on public 
streets or off-street parking. 

(c) Loading areas and circulation routes shall be screened on all 
sides which abut any residential, commercial or office district 
by a wall, berm, fence or landscaping in accordance with 
Section 4.15. 

(5) No outdoor storage of trucks, trailers, materials, equipment, or products shall be 
permitted without the express consent of the City Council and subject to the 
following conditions: 


(a) Outdoor storage areas shall be located no closer than 150 feet from any 
street right-of-way. 

(b) Outdoor storage areas shall comply with building setbacks of the dis 
trict for all other setback requirements. 

(c) Outdoor storage areas shall be screened on all sides which abut any 
residential, commercial or office district by a wall or fence in accor 
dance with Section 4.15. 

(d) No equipment, supplies, or material shall be stored above the height of 
the provided enclosure or screening. 

(e) Access to the storage areas shall be provided for fire and 
emergency services. 

(6) All operations shall be conducted within a fully enclosed building, 

c. The Planning Commission may modify the standards listed in (1 )-(5) 

above provided the applicant can demonstrate that the proposed modifications 
will be consistent with the intent of these standards. 

E. Density. Within the R-l A, R-1B, and nonresidential Districts, the overall resi 
dential density shall not exceed an average of five (5) units per acre. The over 
all maximum density permitted in the RE and RM District shall not exceed the 
density regulations of that District 

In computing the overall residential density of the PDA, the net site area 
excluding public and private road easements or right-of-way shall be used. The 
Planning Commission may consider a portion of non-residential use areas and 
areas containing desirable natural features, in computing the overall residential 
density of the PDA. 


G Architectural features of all structures, including commercial and other, shall be 
designed to compatibly integrate with the overall character and image of the 
PDA. 

H. The site plan shall provide: for safe, efficient, convenient and harmonious 
groupings of structures, uses and facilities; for appropriate relation of space 
inside and outside buildings to intended uses and structural features; and for 
preservation of desirable natural or historic features and minimum disturbance 
of natural topography. In particular, streets, drives and parking and service areas 
shall provide safe and convenient access to buildings and general facilities and 
for service and emergency vehicles. 

I. Streets in residential PDAs shall not be laid out so as to encourage outside traf¬ 
fic to traverse the development of minor streets, nor occupy more land than is 
required to provide access as indicated, nor create unnecessary fragmentation of 
the development into small blocks. In general, block size shall be related to the 
convenience and safety of occupants. 

J. The site shall be suitable for development in the manner proposed, without haz¬ 
ards to persons or property, on or off the tract, from probability of flooding, ero¬ 
sion or other dangers, annoyances, or inconvenience. Condition of soil, ground 
water level, drainage and topography shall all be appropriate to both kind and 
pattern of use intended. 

If appropriate to the form of planned development, lands to be included in the 
PDA may be divided by streets, right-of-way or easements, waterways, or other 
separation; but shall be so located, dimensioned and arranged as to permit uni¬ 
fied planning and development and to meet all requirements in connection 
therewith, as well as to provide necessary protection against adverse relation 
ships between uses in the PDA and uses in surrounding areas. 

Section 22.04.a. Concept Plan Review 

All PDA projects are subject to a joint concept plan review by the City Council and 
Planning 

Commission. No formal action shall be taken on the PDA as the concept plan is 
intended to g ive the applicant direction on the merits of the PDA proposal. The con¬ 
cept plan review does not constitute any form of approval of the PDA or the prelimi¬ 
nary site plan. The process is intended to give the applicant an indication of the issues 
and concerns that must be resolved prior to preliminary PDA submittal. The follow¬ 
ing list is the minimal amount of information which must be provided for concept 
plan review: 

A. The name, address and phone number of: 

1. All persons with ownership interests in the property. 


Within any R-l A or R-l B zoned area, no more than sixty-five (65%) percent of 
the total inventory of dwelling units shall be attached, and no more than fifteen 
(15%) percent of these units shall be one (1) bedroom or efficiency apartments. 
Land area once used in computing density for one project or use area shall not 
be used again. 

F. Open Space 


2. All professionals associated with the project including engineers, 
architects, land surveys or attorneys. 


At least t wenty percent (20%) of that portion of the PDA devoted to residential 
development shall be open space. Common open space shall be exclusive of 
roads, schools, utility easements, and required yards. Such open space shall be 
in parcels not less than three (3) acres in size and in configuration and locations 
consistent with sound planning principles. 

In PDAs containing residential development , at least fifty (50%) percent of the 
open space requirement shall be dedicated in common use by all residents for

D. The gross and net area (in acres) of the proposed PDA property. 

E. A concept plan drawn to scale that graphically represents the proposed develop¬ 
ment contemplated for the property. Concept maps and illustrations shall

indicate each type of use, square footage or acreage allocated to each use, and 
appropriate locations of each principal structure and use in the development. 

The overall plan shall indicate types of residential, office, commercial, industri¬ 
al and other nonresidential uses; open space; community facility and public 
areas; and other proposed land uses. 

F. The concept plan shall illustrate the following: 

1 . A general location map. 

2. A map indicating the zoning designation(s) of the proposed PDA prop¬ 
erty. 

3. The vehicular circulation system proposed for the PDA. 

4. The location of existing public and private streets adjacent to the 
proposed PDA with an indication of how they will connect with the 
proposed circulation system for the new development. 

5. General locations and approximate size of any wetland areas 
(regulated or nonregulated), signification woodlands, unusual slopes, 
streams and water drainage areas. 

6. The general layout of dwelling units, nonresidential buildings, parking, 
open space and recreation areas. 

7. Landscape screening proposed along the perimeter of the proposed 
PDA. 

8. A general description of the proposed sewage treatment and water 
supply systems and the proposed storm water drainage system. 

Section 22.04. Preliminary Plan Submission Requirements. 

Establishment of a PDA shall be considered a Zoning Ordinance amendment creating 
a PDA District, overlaid over the existing zoning district. If, for any reason, the PDA 
is not built, the original zoning district prevails. Applications for PDA amendments 
shall be submitted as for other amendments to the Zoning Ordinance, and the 
Ordinance amendment procedures shall be followed, except that the public hearing 
requirements of this Article shall apply. Material submitted with the application or on 
subsequent requests shall include all plans, maps, studies and reports that may reason¬ 
ably be required to make the determinations called for in the particular case, with suf¬ 
ficient copies for necessary referrals and records. In particular, the following are 
required: 

A. A boundary survey by a registered civil engineer or land surveyor of the exact 
acreage being requested for development (Map Scale: 1” = 200’). 

B. A topography map of the entire area at contour intervals of at least two (2) feet. 
This map shall indicate all major stands of trees, bodies of water, and unbuild 
able area due to soil conditions, wetlands and so forth (Map Scale: 1” = 200’). 

C. A preliminary site plan for the entire parcel carried out in such detail as to indi¬ 
cate the functional uses being requested, the densities and dwelling types being 
proposed, the traffic circulation plan, and sites being reserved for schools and 
open space (Map Scale: 1= 200’). 

D. A table shall be provided on the site plan that specifically details all deviations 
from the zoning regulations. This specification should include ordinance provi¬ 
sions from which deviations are sought, the reasons the deviations are 
necessary and mechanisms to be utilized to mitigate any impacts. Only those 
deviations consistent with the intent of this ordinance shall be considered. As a 
condition of approving such deviations, the City may attach such additional 
conditions deemed necessary for the protection of the public health, safety, and 
welfare in lieu of the regulations. 

E. Sufficient documentation, in the form of written development and design 
standards and supporting graphics, to ensure that the design of the individual 
elements of the proposed PDA will be designed in a cohesive and compatible 
manner, and consistent with the City’s desire to establish and maintain a high 
level of quality Design. 

F. The preliminary plans for public water, sanitary sewer and water facilities. 

G A written statement explaining in detail the full intent of the sponsor, indicating 
the type and number of dwelling units contemplated, resultant population, 
expected number of elementary school children, and providing supporting doc¬ 
umentation such as, but not limited to, soil surveys, market studies supporting 
land use request, and the intended scheduling of the development showing the 
feasibility of the proposed plan. 

H. A report identifying all property owners within the area of the proposed district 
and giving evidence of unified control of its entire area. The report shall state 
agreement of all present property owners and/or their successors in title: 

1 . To proceed with the proposed development according to the regula¬ 
tions in effect when the amendment creating the PDA District is 
passed, with all modifications as are set by Council in such action; 

2. To provide bonds, dedications, guarantees, agreements, contracts and 
deed restrictions acceptable to Council for completion of such 
development according to approved plan; and for continuing operation 
and maintenance of such areas, facilities and services as are not to be 
provided, operated or maintained at general public expense; and such 
dedications, contributions or guarantees as are required for provision 
of needed public facilities and services; and 

3. To bind further successors in title to any commitments made under (1) 
or (2) above. 

Section 22.05. Planning Commission Preliminary Plan Review. 

A. Upon receipt of an application by the City, such request shall be referred to the 
Planning Commission for its review and recommendation. In its review, the 
Planning Commission shall find: 

1 . That all applicable provisions of this Article and this Ordinance have 
been met. Insofar as any provision of this Article shall be in conflict 
with the provisions of any other Section of this Ordinance, the 
provisions of this Article shall apply to the lands embraced within a 
Planned Development Area. 

2. That adequate areas have been provided for all common areas, utilities, 
schools, walkways, playgrounds, recreation areas, parking areas and 


other spaces. 

3. There is, or shall be, at the time of development, an adequate means of 
disposing of sanitary sewage and of supplying the development with 
water and that the road system and storm water drainage system are 
adequate. 

4. The plan provides for an efficient, aesthetic and desirable use of the 
open areas, and the plan is in keeping with the physical character of 
the City and the area surrounding the development. 

B. Upon finding that the conditions outlined above (1 through 4) have been satis¬ 
factorily met, the Planning Commission shall hold a public hearing to hear and 
consider documents relating to the planned development proposal. Notice and 
procedures for public hearings for Planned Development Areas, as required 
under Public Act 207 of 1921, as amended, shall be followed. 

C. Following said public hearing, the Planning Commission will, within a reason 
able time, forward their report and recommendation to the City Council. 

Section 22.06. Approval of Planned Development Area District. 

Upon receipt of the report and recommendation from the Planning Commission, the 
City Council may approve said application and accompanying preliminary 
PDA_plan. 

A. If the City Council shall determine to grant the application and approve the 
PDA District, it shall do so by adopting a resolution so stating. 

B. If the application is denied, the City Council shall specifically indicate, in writ 
ing, which standards and requirements the proposed PDA District failed to 
meet. 

C. Once an area has been included within a Planned Development Area and a plan 
has been approved by the City Council, no development may take place in such 
area, nor may any use thereof be made, except in accordance with the plan 
approved or in accordance with a City Council approved amendment thereto. 

Section 22.07. Development Agreement. 

A PDA Agreement acceptable to the City shall be entered into for all Planned 
Development Areas. A PDA agreement shall include all of the requirements specified 
in the section above and be submitted to the City for review at the time of formal sub¬ 
mission. After the Agreement is approved and executed, it shall be recorded in the 
Office of the Wayne County Register of Deeds at the expense of the applicant. 

A. The Agreement shall set forth the permitted uses within the PDA, 
including the Preliminary plan for development and improvement of 
the site. 

B. The Agreement shall set forth the conditions upon which the approval 
is based, including phasing requirements, requirements for on-site 
improvements and contributions to required improvements to public 
facilities. 

C. When open space or common areas are indicated in the PDA plan, 
such areas shall be conveyed in fee or committed by dedication to an 
association of the property owners. 

D. The Agreement shall set forth a program and financing for maintaining 
common areas and features, such as walkways, signs, lighting and 
landscaping. 

E. The Agreement shall establish architectural standards and require 
ments for building elevations and building materials. 

F. The Agreement shall assure that trees and woodlands will be preserved 
as shown on the site plan, or replaced on a caliper for caliper basis or 
as required by the City’s Tree Protection Ordinance. 

G The Agreement shall assure the construction and maintenance of all 

streets and utilities (including public water, waste water collection and 
treatment). Such assurance may include bonds or other financial guar¬ 
antees and the establishment of a condominium or owner’s association 
with appropriate assessments to ensure the ongoing maintenance of 
all roads, storm drainage improvements, landscaping and all other 
common areas. If private roads are proposed, the association or condo 
minium documents shall include provisions for a sinking or reserve 
fund to pay for the long-term maintenance and reconstruction of roads. 

The Agreement shall address any other concerns of the City regarding 
construction and maintenance of roads and common area improve¬ 
ments. 

The Agreement may include specific terms or conditions regarding the 
expiration or revocation of the PDA zoning designation. 

J. The Agreement shall state that the Agreement shall not be effective 

until the agreement is recorded in the Office of the Wayne County 
Register of Deeds and a certified copy of the recorded agreement has 
been delivered to the City. 

Section 22.08. Submission of Final Site Plan. 

A. Before any building permits shall be issued for buildings and structures within 
the area of Planned Development Area, a final site plan for the phase or area to 
be constructed shall be submitted to the City for review by the Planning 
Commission. This submittal shall include: 

1 . A detailed site plan, fully dimensioned, showing a fully scaled plan

view of all buildings, all public road right-of-way and private streets, 
densities, parking areas, utilities, churches, schools, and areas to be set 
aside for the use of the public or by residents within the development, 

2. The proposed topography (contour interval of at least two (2) feet) 
shall be superimposed on all site plans (Scale: 1” = 50’). 

3. Floor plans typical of all residential buildings, except detached 
single-family, shall be submitted and the site plan shall indicate which 
floor plan is tentatively applicable to each such building. 

4. Each final plat or site plan submitted within the Planned Development 
Area shall, either individually or in combination with previously 
approved project areas, meet the standards of this Section as to density 
and open space requirements. Open space shall be computed as a pro 
portionate amount of the total open space requirement. 

5. All other provisions of Section 4.03 Site Plan Review. 

Section 22.09. Approval of Final Site Plan. 

A. Review and approval of site plans shall comply with this Ordinance and any 
other applicable ordinances, except as modified in the approved development 
plan. Review and approval of plat shall comply with Act 288 of the Public Acts 

of 1967 (MCL 560.101 et seq., MSA 26.430( 101) et seq.), as amended, and the 

Subdivision Control Ordinance of the City, in addition to the requirements of 
this Article. 

B. To encourage flexibility and creativity in development consistent with the 
objectives of the planned development area in Section 22.01, Intent, departures 
from compliance with the regulations in this Ordinance may be granted by the 
Planning Commission, as part of the approval of final site plan approval. Such 
departures may be approved on the condition that the design of the project shall 
compensate so that any such departures result in a higher quality development 
with no greater adverse impact than if the project had been developed without 
the departures. 

C. In reviewing and approving the final plans, the following conditions shall be set 
forth as conditions to be completed prior to issuance of building permits: 

1. Approval shall be granted by the Planning Commission. 

2. A dedication of all public roads shall be made so as to cause continuity 
of public access between the adjacent major thoroughfare and ingress 
and egress to all private development within the plan. 

3. The Planning Commission shall determine: 

a. That all areas shown upon the site plan for the entire Planned 
Development Area are for use by the public or the residents 
have been irrevocably committed to such uses by dedication, 
restrictive covenants, or in some manner satisfactory to the 
City Council. 

b. That the final plan is in general conformity with the original 
plan previously approved. 

D. Approval of the site plan shall be effective for a period of three (3) years. 

Failure to complete development in that period shall void the site plan and the 
Planned Development Area and the subject site shall revert to its underlying 


zoning district. 

E. Final plan approval is an administrative action. No public notice or hearing is 
required in connection with approval proceedings on final plans, but the 
Planning Commission may hold such hearings or cause such hearings to be 
held, with such notice as it deems appropriate in connection with such actions. 

Section 22.10. Fees for PDA Applications. 

Fees for a zoning amendment creating a Planned Development Area (PDA) shall be 
as approved by the City Council. 

Section 2 Repealer 

All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict herewith are repealed. 

Section 3 Severability 

Should any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause, or word of this 
Ordinance be held invalid for any reason, such decisions shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining portions of the Ordinance. 

Section 4 Savings 

This amendatory ordinance shall not affect violations of the Zoning Ordinance 
or any other ordinance existing prior to the effective date of this Ordinance and 
such violation shall be governed and shall continue to be separately punishable 
to the full extent of the law under the provisions of such ordinance at the time 
the violation was committed. 

Section 5 Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall take effect upon publication thereof in an official newspa 
per, which publication shall be made when the minutes passing the ordinance 
are published.

Greene has exceptional expe¬ 


rience as a player of the sport He 
was named First Team All- 
Conference and received All- 
State honorable mention merits 
when he attended Inkster High 
School. He played four years of 
college ball at Moorhead State 
University in Minnesota where 
he holds the all-time single-sea- 
son assists record. 

He also played professionally' 
in the Continental Basketball 
Association (CBA) for Fhrgo. ND 
during the 1993-1994 seasoa On 
the business side. Greene earned 
a bachelor s degree in marketing 
from Wayne State University' and 
his Masters in Business 
Administration from Heidelberg 
in Ohio. He is currently a mort¬ 
gage broker and a certified NBA 
player agent 

Greene and league officials 
promise that the IBL will be fast- 
paced and exciting for fens. 

"The IBL uses standard bas¬ 
ketball league rules, except when 
it comes to dead time,” said 
League Commissioner Mikal 
Duilio. "The LBL employs two 
new rules that eliminate most 
dead time." 

The rules are as follows: each 
team is only allowed one timeout 


per quarter and there is an 
immediate inbound rule, he said. 

Operations Director Tony 
Alvarez said the IBL hosted test 
games in Portland, OR. where 
the league is based, and the 
scores ran between 120 and 140 
points. 

“That's what fans want.” 
Alvarez said. "There's not a lot of 
downtime - just a fast game with 
a lot of scoring” 

The new league appears to be 
in good hands. Duilio has more 
than 16 years of experience and 
has organized and scheduled 
more than 60. 000 basketball 
games in his career. He also 
operates the world's largest bas¬ 
ketball league, Portland 
Basketball, out of Portland. OR 

But how does the new I LB 
plan to succeed where others 
have failed? 

Travel costs are the main rea¬ 
son for failure, according to 
Duilio 

"Other minor leagues have 
teams that are isolated over large 
geographical areas, meaning 
most away' games are by flight 
Sending 15 players and coaches 
hy flight more than once per sea¬ 
son is too costly for minor league 


teams.” he said. 

The IBL only recruits in 'efus- 
ters' - teams that are within a 
drive of each other; he said. Not 
only does the owner save money 
by' playing the 'cluster' teams, but 
also when a team goes to another 
■cluster' they can knock out three 
or four games at once. 

Greene and his Detroit Pres, 
who will don maroon, gold and 
white uniforms. wtH play against 
fellow cluster teams in Flint.

just your hobby income. 

Most importantly, you should be able 
to show that you're running your 
business with a genuine "profit motive." 
This doesn't mean that you actually need 
to make a profit, but you should be able 
to document your intent to generate a net 
income. 

You can document this profit motive in 
several ways. First, you should run your 
business as a business. For example, 
keep proper books and records; 
maintain appropriate licenses; secure 
space in the business pages of the 
phone book; even keep a business 
journal. 

Second, its a good idea to develop 


and maintain an up-to-date business 
plan. This plan could include projections 
of future income and expenses, 
marketing strategies, personnel policies, 
and so forth. The idea is to show the IRS 
that you plan to grow your business. 

Third, keep your business and 
personal funds separate. Dont pay for 
Johnny’s bicycle from your business 
account; don't deposit sales income into 
your personal account. 

Fourth, go to work regularly. If you 
attend your business on a frequent basis, 


the IRS will see that you're not just 
playing at it. Of course, you need to 
document - with time cards, a work log, 
or some other record - that you actually 
worked on certain days. Just telling the 
IRS auditor that you worked on such- 
and-such a day won't cut it. 

Finally, talk to your accountant or 
financial advisor to make sure you're 
maintaining adequate documentation 
and following the proper rules.

When to Sell 
Real Estate 

Many individuals have done well 
by investing in real estate over the 
years. Some of their investments 
have been in vacant land and others 
in rental properties. But there often 
comes a point in time when real 
estate, particularly residential 
rentals, is too demanding an 
investment compared to other 
assets such as stocks and bonds, 
transfer the responsibilities of managing or even totally getting the 
asset out of your portfolio? 

With income properties, you could just hire a property 
manager. But sometimes this isn't cost efficient or perhaps you've 
had enough and just want out. 

There are several ways to remove real estate from your portfolio 
and perhaps increase your income at the same time. 

• An outright sale is the simplest. Tax consequences, however, 
can take up to 20% of your long-term gains (plus State tax plus 
recapture tax if it applies) . 

• An installment sale can ease the tax bite, but you will have to wait 
longer to get your money (yet pay all the tax today) . 

• A 1031 exchange to a less demanding or higher income 
producing property could simplify your life and defer income 
taxes. For example, selling your apartment building and using the 
equity to buy a McDonald's location results in less demanding 
property as the commercial tenant usually takes care of all 
property responsibilities. 

• If you also want to help a charity, you could put the property into a 
charitable remainder trust that would sell the real estate without 
paying capital gains tax (and you an income as long as you live and 
even stretched to the next generation). 

• You could use a “private annuity” if you desire to transfer the 
property to heirs and want to immediately remove it from your 
estate. 

Another alternative would be to get a new mortgage to free up 
cash that you could put in other investments to further portfolio 
diversification. Before you make any changes though, you might 
want to take some factors into consideration. For instance, what 
does your family think of this? Do your children expect to get or 
stay involved with the real estate? And supposed your married. 
Would your spouse have the ability or even want to take care of real 
estate if you died? If not, you might end up leaving him or her with 
a bundle of problems and responsibilities. 

Coming up with the appropriate strategy to remove real estate 
from your portfolio needs to be approached with a coordinated 
effort that addresses your financial, family, legal, and tax situation.

This could result in omissions 
of required elements, or overbroad policies that may not 
be appropriate. Ensure that all applicable local and 
federal laws are followed.

Confirm that they are not using information obtained from 
your website. Beware of cookies, spyware, and other 
pitfalls. 

A privacy policy will help protect the rights of your 
customers and the security and reputation of your 
business.

Lenders require this down payment assistance to come 
in the form of a 'gift'; meaning, that it is given without the 
expectation of repayment. Rarely will a lender allow down 
payment to be borrowed. 

The lender will want this documented with a 'gift letter 1 , 
stating the relationship between the parties, the address of 
the property purchased, the amount of the gift, and 
sometimes the source of the funds for the gift. This letter 
will also state the funds are a gift and that there is no 
repayment. The letter will have to be signed by all parties. 

The donor may be required to provide bank statements 
verifying their ability to make the gift. Remember to copy 
the check and keep the deposit receipt.
